the greatest murder hunts Chicago 
has ever seen was organized Tuesday.

The 
Press Club of Chicago issued a state- 
ment that it stood ready to post an 
additional $10,000. 


Two hundred or more persons were 


within a few feet of Lingle when he 
was shot down at 1:25 p. m.

Murder Scene Revisited 


Early Tuesday the investigators re- 


visited the murder scene—the subway 
that dips under Michigan boulevard 
at Randolph street and leads to the 
Illinois central station. They want- 
ed to recheck every possible means of- 
escape that the slayer may have taken. 
They sought to learn whether some 
clue, previously overlooked, might be 
revealed.
